SPEECH. 


Hon. 
J. H. Cobb Talks on tho Money 


Question. 


Hon. J. H. Cobb. delivered an ad- 


dress in the Second ward Bryan club 
room on Court street last Saturday 
night, to a good crowd. 
The meeting 


was only announced a few hours before 
he spoke, but. ther,e was a good crowd 
ont to hear nim nevertheless. 
He re- 


ceived the closest attention throughout 
and handled the question ably. The 
way He poured hot shot into Uncle 
John Sherman was a caution. The 
utter fallacy of the single gold standard 
theory was shown up in the most con- 
vincing manner, and his handling'of 
the tariff question was equally as able. 
He said that in Jackson county all the 
loss that could possibly, by any stretch 
of the imagination, be credited, or 
rather charged to the tariff, was about 
S3,000, while it saved to the consumers 
of the county about fSO,000. 


He showed the absurdity of the claim 


that free silver would not benefit the 
laborer or increase the demand for la- 
bor, by citing the fact that if we resume 
free coinage of silver, tens of thousands 
of men would be put to work in the 
mines that are no<v idle and vtens of 
thousands of others would be required 
in the crushing, smelting and shipping 
of the ore. 
This vast army of men 


'now either idle or competing wich 
laborers in other branches of industry, 
would throw out their wages into the 
channels of trade, creating a demand 
for products of the factory and farm. 
Their withdrawal 
from other enter- 


prises would, while it cjeated a demand 
for products, would at the same time 
create a demand for more laborers in 
the branches of industry from which 
they were withdrawn. It is not rea- 
sonable to suppose that men would 
leave their present occupations and go 
into the mines for the same or less 
wages than they are now getting, nor 
would men not now employed work 
at anything else for less wages than 
they could get in the mines. This be- 
ing true, it ia plainly seen that there 
would not only Ije work for all who 
wish to work, but there would be an 
immediate increase in wages. 


At the close of Mr. Cobb's address, a 


free silver club was organized with a 
membership of twenty-nine and the 
following officers selected: Wm.

them to be seated and his appeals were 
entirely ineffective. 
lie stood for five 


minutes making this endeavor and all 
the time more people crowded into the 
doors and climbed into the windows. 
There were thousands outside and few 
policemen to keep them back. Viewed 
from.the platform the whole auditorium 
was a struggling mob, while overhead 
men clung like monkeys to the rafters.

McKee said that he was called upon
